The Nyos Organ 


French scientists have 
devised a creative tech- 
os nique to remove carbon 
dioxide gas from Cameroon's Lake 
Nyos, in an effort to prevent a repe- 
tition of a 1986 disaster that killed 
1,746 sleeping villagers. Dubbed 
“The Nyos Organ,” as in pipe organ, 
the process involves lowering a net- 
work of pipes to the bottom of the 
lake, where the colder waters above 
have trapped a layer of the deadly 
gas. Volcanic activity below the lake 
causes the gas layer to grow until 
tremors or strong winds result in a 
sudden surge to the surface. Since 
carbon dioxide is heavier than air, it 
then stays close to the ground and 
can cause residents to suffocate 
without warning. If successful, the 
pilot project, financed by the Fon- 
dation Gaz de France and the Euro- 
pean Union, will be followed by a 
$100 million permanent installation. 


Eruption 


The Cape Verde govern- 
ment placed an armada of 
ships on standby to evacu- 


ate residents of the island of Fogo 
after the Pico de Fogo Volcano 
erupted in a fiery display for the first 
time in 44 years. More than 3,000 
villagers on the mountain’s slopes 
were evacuated to the town of 
Mosteiros, where the island’s main 
port and only airport are located. 


Mounting Invasion 


A major outbreak of desert 
locust activity has occurred 
in northwest Africa and the 


Middle East just as rainy weather 
conditions have made spring breed- 
ing areas more favorable for locust 
reproduction, the United Nations 
Food and Agriculture Organization 
warned. Intense spring breeding is 
feared in the Algerian Sahara, 
southeast Morocco, the Sudanese 
coastal plains and in the Arabian 
Peninsula.

Gongpei 
recovered one sample and took it to 
a frozen food company for storage. 
Scientists say the irregular object is 
about the size of a human fist and 
does not have the layered structure 
of hailstones. It will be analyzed to 
detect isotopes and cosmic dust.
